tould think I meana bare Hiſtorical Judging, or Pharaſaical crying out 
LORD have Mercy upon us miſerable Sinners: Here you may cry out long 
and lond as Fezebels Prophets did, and never be heard or anſwered ; no 
no, I mean a going down into the valley of Judgment ; the valley of Je:

her of Power to give you his Heavenly Stiength, ſo to make War with 
the Enemy of your Souls as to overcome all his tempiations, to fight 
pwanfully, and couragioutly wich your ſelves, with your own dekires, af- 
teCtions, ſelf-love, any corrupted Reaſon, and your own Wi'ls: Thiſe 
are the potent Enemics of Chriit, that keeps him from his Right to 
Rcign in your Souls; hete you are to help the LORD againſt the migh-

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to King 4/a, The Hoſt of Aram is eſcaped out of ti\y Hand, andf 
when he was afflicted with an extream Diſcaſe in his Feet, he ſought ral 
the Phyſicians, and not to the LORD, and ſo died, 2 Chron, 16. andfi 
not tothe LORD to take away the Sin, which was the cauſe of God's 
afliting hand upon him;yet, a King that did many nobleacts to pull down# 
Idolatry,and made a Covcnant to feek the LORD with his whole Heart 
and Son!, and made a Law, that whoſoever would not ſeek the LORD

ed of our ſelves, to be made nothing, to forſake our own Wills; th.ſc i 
are Sufferings indeed, all other outward Sufferings, of what ſort ſoever, Þ 
are but ſhadows to theſe ; though you give up your Bodies to be burnt, 
that doth bur reach the Fleſh, bur theie reach the Soul, thoſe takes away i 
*the Life, butthzſe the Sin, for example ; How many hundreds, or thou- 1

Lerthis Mind | 
be m you, ſaid the Apoſtle, wich was in Chriſt Feſus. who being in the form | 
of GOD, thought it no Robbery to be equal with GOD, yet made him/clf of no 
Reputation, and took, upon him the fo:m of a Servant, and was made in the 
hkeneſs of Men, and b.ing found in faſhion as a Man, he himbled himſelf, 
an' became obedient unto Drath, even the death of the Croſs : Here's our 
Pattern, he that was LORD of all, became lealt of all, although he 
was GOD, equal with the Father, yet he emptied hinſ.If of all his 
Glory, and humbled himſelf to an Ignominious Death ; which ſignifies 
a death toall your Honours and Glories, you mult empty your ſelves, 
Not only of all Sin- and Iniquity, as Pride, Arrogancy, Deceit, Malice, 
Hatred, Covetonſreſs,and the like ; but of all your beſt Endowmentsex-

thought a good thought ; ſhall Ltherefore aſcribe to my ſelf the glo- 
xy of doing any good,to rob GOD of his Honour, GOD forbid,all good is 
GOI)'s, but Sin, Evil, and Wickedneſs is thine; therefore down proud 
Worm, down Duft and Aſhes, down with your Crowns. before the 
Lamb, and.

died, ſo in Chriſt all are made alive to Righteouſneſs and true Holi- 
neſs : If we put him on, as tis written, Put ye 07 the LORD Jeſus, and 
anakg no proviſion for the Fleſh, to fulfil the Luſt thereof : This is that that 
recovers Mankind out of the Fall, to put on His Righteouſneſs , His 
Humility, to put on His Obedience tothe Father , His Self-denial, His 
Juſtice, His Mercy, and to be cloathed with all His Heavenly Vertues:

aimto become Gods, as might be ſpoke more fully to, had 1 time ; yet 1! 
at the ſame time, al) their humane Wiſdom and Knowledge doth not ! 
ſhew them that this was Adam's Fall, the biting of the Apple, and his!} 
bitter death : Therefore, ſaid GOD, I think, to Tyr«s, Thy Wiſdom hath} 
blinded thine Eyes.

Chrilt before thou canſt come to that Eſtate which Chriſt ſpake of, 
by which we muſt enter. Match. 18. 3. the Kingdom of GOD ; toi! 
wit, As alittle Child. | 

Oh my GOD, Is this the ſtation we muſt all come to , to be} 
Converted, and become as 4 little Child, before we can enter thy E- 
ternal Kingdom of Everlaſting Joy, Peace, and Reſt ? Then, how far} 
LORD, muſt the Wiſe and Prudent of this World travel back to undoljif 
all that ever they havedone by the Serpents cunning Wit, and ſ:nſualv8 
Wiſdom? To be ſtript of all their Glories in natural Parts . Gifts, and} 
Arts, both of Fleſh and Spirit, To ſtand as naked in themſcl:cs before) 
Thee, the pure God, as Adam, when he tranſgreſſed, before they can! 
be cloathed with thy Innocency and Humility ; for if we conſider the} 
ſtate of a young Infant, ir knows nothing but to lye at the Breally

nd ſuck the Milk that nouriſtes and cauſes it-to grow, it hath no can. 
ning contrivance of will or wit to preſerve it ſe'f from danger, you may 
do what you will with it,it cannot help it ſelf: but if any thing ails it that 
(ir ſuffers, it crics for the Brealt : Juſt ſo it is with the Regenerated Man, 
the New. born Man, that Chriſt our Saviour ſpake to NVicodemus of : But 
did this wiſe Man, tho' a Ruler in 1/rac!, underitand what Chriſt meant? 
No; no more than the Teachers and Rulers of this Generation. But, 
as Biſhop Uſher ſaid, As Perrots by rote: Nor would thele give them. 
ſelves the trouble of that, but for their Self-Intereſt in one kind or 
other ; ſome for-yearly maintenance, others for Name and Fame, or to 
be highly eſteem'd of for their Gitcs and Parts; theretore all of this ſort 
comes ſhort of the Life of Inocency ; thereto'e what can be expected 
when the Prieſts and Rulers of Nations or Kinzdoms are fo corrupted 
with By-ends and <elf-reſpeAs , Eur that the People ſhould be 
infefed with the ſame peſtilential Diſeaſe of Poyſon and edition, both 
againit God and Man ; and corrupted with all manner of groſs lmpieries, 
both publick and private Sins, which calls aloud for Vengeance, when 
the Iniquity thereof is fully ripc. 

But to the aforefaid Rabbies, Deftors, and great Scholars ;, theſe were 
the Men that crucified Chriſt in the Days of 1s Fleſh ; and are not theſe 
the Mn in our days that crucify the Lord of Life afreſh, and puts him to 
4 an open ſhame by their wicked and impious Lives, by «4h the whole 
World is fill'd with Atheiſtical Spirits, that denies Go1 and Chriſt? Are 
$ not theſe the Anti-chriſts, that preaches Chriſt in wo:ds, but in works 
denies both the Father and the Son, yet theſe are the Men that carries the 
World before them, that pretends to know all things as to reſolve any 
| poizit in Divinity, andegive the Interpretation of any place of Scripture ; 
' and ſo fi!l the World with their Expolitions 3 Bur what fruit ro God hath 
all rhis Bluſtring brought forth? For the Tree i known by us Fruit , ſaith 
Chriſt : Have they ſet up their Lights, that the VVorld may ſee their 
Holy and Righteous Lives? Are their Converſations in Heaven, and fo 
' tran:formed and made new Creatures? Do they live the inward and 
ſpiritual Life of the VVord they preach ? Are they dead to the VVorld, 
and the VYorld to them? Doth the Life of Chriſt ſhine in them, and 
by them, fo that they live no longer to themſelves, but to Chriſt ; and ſo 
fetch'd off their own Boxtoms , that they are ingraſted into Chriſt the 
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tion, becauſe of their advantage, ſeeking, greeting in publick Places, f 
cauſing Men to fall upon their Knees, adoring them as Gods, and 
loving the uppermolt Seats at Feaſts, making long Prayers to get the 
praiſe of Men, being mightily delirous of Vain-glory, and the Wealth} 
of the World, but if theſe fail, they are dead and heartleſs ; there- 
fore all theſe things diſcovers where they are below in the World, 
and not above with GOD ; but if you be the true Miniſters of Chriſt,and Þ 
Chriſtians indeed, fhew your Humility and Self-denial ; let the life off 
Chriſt appear in the fruits thereof; for you know Chriſt in all his Do- 
Qrine calls for fruits, and what he called upon others, for he ſhewed 
forth himſelf in Life and PraQtice : For, ſaid he, A good Tree canner 
bring forth evil Fruit , and you know, the Tree that did not bring forth 
Fruit was Curs'd. T herefore, the true Minifters of Chriſt trod in the 
ſteps of their LORD; they lived in the offering, up of their Souls con- 4 
tinually in the flames of Love, as a whole Burnt-offering to Chriſt, | 
which is the praCtical part, and kept their bodies under, that while they 3 
were Preachers to others, they might not be calt aways themſelves, 1 Cor. # 
9. 26. they went on conquerin-, and to conquer, at d fo doth every true $ 
Chriſtian ; they are ſtil] conquering, and overcoming all their Enemies, -Y 
g<tting their Sins and Luſts under their Feet, and can neverreit whilit v 
there is any to overcome, till they have brought all in Subjeftion, and 
this theyre able to do, throngh the Power. of Chriit in them; although /: 
the falſe Prophets,” and Miniſters of Antichriſt, who are Minilters of} 
the Fleſh, and not of vhe Spirit, that tells them to the contrary, for 1 
their liniſter ends, to keep -up their Trade of Diana. Afts 19. 24. But 1 
alas, who do 1 give this aforeſaid DoCtrine to ? For it mult be a Calc | 
that muſt do this work, a Cal:b, which ſignifies a good Heart, nor a: 
Heart that ſeeks Liberty to the fleſh, ro make the knowledge of Chriſt 
a more ealie way to finning, to encourage them in their Luxury, and '} 
Fleſhly Pleaſures, not an Heart of unbelict, that brings an evil report !] 
upon the good 1 and, to make the death of Chrilt of no eſfect, ſaying, | 
We ſhall never overcome our Sins and Lults, being ſo many, potent, and | 
ſtrong, while we are on this ſide the Grave. No, no, this is not the !} 
Heart that ſhall overcome but a counragious, valiant heart, that's fill'd i 
with Faith and Love, that ſtands armed upon its Watch-Tower againſt 
every high and wandring thought, ſtrong hold, and vain Imagination, | 
that cxalts it ſelf againſt the Power, Kingdom , and Sovecratgnty of ; 
Chriſt, that ſo it may kill Sin in the Conception, before it be brought | 
tothe Birth; and this is the way that Chriſt and his Apoltles aſcribed # 
___to work out your Salyation with Fear and Trembling, that we beequal 
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| workers together with him, and then Co-heirs, for he places our Salva- 
j tion conditionally, if we ſuffer with him, we ſhall alſo Reign with him, 
$ ſo then this ſuffering life is the docr all muit come in at; for, ſaith 
| Chriſt, He that comes another way is a Thief, and a Robber; ſo here's no 
Salvation, but by being partakers of his Internal. Sufterings, which 
1 Hermes Triſmigeſtes doth excellently treat of in his firſt Book, For this 
only, Oh Son, ſaith he, is the way to the Truth, which our Progeni- 
tors travelled in, and by which making their Journey, they at length at- 
| .rairced to the good ; it is a venerable way and plain, but hard and dif- 
ficult for the Soul to go in, that is, in the Body : For firſt muſt ic war 
againſt its own ſelf, and after much ſtrife and diſſention, it muſt be 0+, 
vercome of one part, for the contention is of one againſt two, whilſt 
it flies away, and they ſtrive to hold and detain it ; but the Victory of 
both is not like, for the one haſteth to that which is good, but the 0- 
ther is a Neighbour to the things that are Evil, and that which is good 
{ defireth 'to be ſet at Liberty, bnt the things that are evil love Bondage 
| and Slavery: And if the two parts be overcome, they become quiet 
| and are content to accept of it as their Ruler; but if the one be over- 
come of the two, it is by them led and carried to be puniſh'd by its 
Being and continuance here. This is Oh Son, the guide in the way 
that leads thither ; for thou muſt firſt forſake the Body before thy End, 
4 and pet the Victory in this contention, and ſtrifeful Life, and whea 
; thou haſt overcome, then return, and avoid all converſation with the 
} Multitude, or common People, tor I would not have thee ſubject to 
Envy, for they do rather ſharpen and whet evil Men to their Malici- 
ouſneſs, therefore it behoveth to avoid the Multitude, and take 
| heed of them, as not undeſtanding the Virtue and Power of the things 
that are ſaid : And inthe ſecond Book, where he began to Preach unto 
| Men the Beauty and fairneſs of Piety and Knowledge ; ſaying, Oh yo 
| People, Men born and made of the Earth, which have given your ſelves 
over to drunkenneſs, and ſleep, and to the ignorance of GOD. Be ſo- 
ber, and ceaſe your ſurfeit, whereto youare allured and invited by bru- 
| tiſh, and unreaſonable ſlzep : Why, Oh Men of the off-ſpring of the 
| Earth, why have you delivered your ſelves over unto death, having 
J power to partake of Immortality ; repent and change your Minds yeu 
? That have together walked in Error, and have been darkned in Ignorance, 
| depart from that dark Light, be partakersof Immortality, and leave, 
or forſake Corruption. 
3 And ſome of them that heard me, ſaid he, Mocking, and Scorning, 
| went away, and delivered themſelves up to the way of Death. TO 
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But others caſting themſelves down before my Feet, ſaid he,Beſought | 
me, that they m1: be taught, but I cauſed them to riſe up, I became af 
gvide to Mankin, teaching them the reaſons how, and by what meansF 


they may be {a+-, and 1 ſowed in them the words of Wiſdom, and} 
nouriſhed thei: 17h Ar:broſian water of Immortality. I ſhall ſpeak ſome- 


thing of his gr-axt Vition, which in order ihould have gone firſt ; How 
God appeared to him, calling him by-his Name, ſaying, W hat wouldſtf 
thou hear and ſze, or what wouldſt thou underitand to learn and know: if 
Then fid Herme;, Who art thou? I am quoth he, Poemanders, the 
Mind oft the Great LORD, the moſt Mighty and abſolute Emperouryf 
I know what thou wouldſt have, and I am always preſent with thee.|f 
Then ſaid I, I would learn the things that are, and underſtand the nature) 
of them, and know GOD. How, ſaid Poemander, know God ? I an- 
ſwered, that I would gladly hear. Then, ſaid he, have me again in thy} 
Mind, and whatſoever thou wouldeſt learn, I will teach it thee. | 

When he had thus faid, he was changed, his Idea or Fort, and}! 
ſtraightway in the twinkling of an Eye, all things were opened unto) 
me, and I ſaw an infinite fight, all things were become light, both 3 
ſweet and exceedingly pleaſant, and I was wonderfully delighted in the $ 
beholding it : But after this, there was a darkneſs fearful and hide-Y 
ous, infomuch that Hermes trembled at his Idea, or Form, which I» 
cannot now inſiſt further vupon : How GOD revealed himſelf to him, | 
making known the myftery of his outward and inward Creation, | 
which is wonderful and excellent, and is committed to Poſterity, | 
though in an obſcure, or hidden Stile. | 

But having .not room here for the Viſion , being much, 1 ſhall! 
only touch at ſomething as I go along, that may be ſerviceable to my'| 
matter in hand. | 

Poemander : GOD ſaid, Let the Man endued with a Mind, mark, con=\ 
ſider, and know himſelf well : Hermes; Have not all Men a Mind Poe-'} 
mander ? Take heed what thou ſayeſt: I the Mind come unto Men that!! 
are holy, and good, pure, and merciful, and live piouſly, and religi-' 
ouſly, and my Preſence is a help to them, and forthwith they know! 
all things, and lovingly they ſupplicate and propitiate the Father, and| 
bleſſing him, they give him thanks\, and ſing Hymns unto. him,f 
being ordered, and direfted by filial affeftion, and natural love, and} 
before they give up their Bodies to the Death of them, they hate-their | 
Senſes, knowing their Works and Operations. | 
_ Or rather, I that am the Mind it ſelf, will not ſuffer the Opera-' 

tions, or Works, being the Porter and Door-keeper, 1 will ſhut Pp) 
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the entrances of Evil, and cut off the Thoughtful Defires of filthy 
Works. 

'  Butto the fooliſh, andevil, wicked, envious, and covetous, murderous, 
| prophane. 1 am far off giving place to the revenging Demon, which ap- 
| plying unto him the Sharpneſs of Fire tormenteth ſuch a Man ſenſible, 
{and armeth him the moretoa.] wickedneſs, that he may obtain the great- 
{ er Puniſhment: and ſuch a one never ceaſeth having untulhllable Defires, 
and unſatiabl: Concupiſcences, and always fighting in Darkneſs. For 
'the Demon atflifts, and tormenterh him continually , and increaſeth the 
Fire upon him more and more. For the Soul entring into the Body of 
Men if ic continue evil, ſhall neither taſte of Immortality , ror is par- 
taker of the Good. 

But the Sonl of Man whtchis pious and religious is Angellical and Di- 
vine ; 3nd ſucha Soul after it is departed from thz Body , having ſtriven 
| the ſtrife of Piety, becomes either mind or divine ; and the ſtrife of Piety 
is to knowGOD, andt» injure no Man , and this way it becomes Mind. 
{ But into a pious Soul the M-nd entring, leads it into the Light of Know- 
ledge: and ſuch a Soul is never ſatisfied with ſinging Pra'ſe ro GOD, and 
doing good to all Men, both in V Vords and Deeds; always doing good 
in imitation of her Father. And this Mind in Men is GOD ; and there- 
fore are ſome Men Divine , and their Humanity is near Divinity, For 
| — Demon called the Gods Immortal Men, and Men Mortal 
Gods. 

Man had more than all living Creatures, and the World, becauſe of 
| his Speech and Mind ; alſo Man became the SpeCtator of the Works 
of GOD, and wondred, and-acknowledged the Maker ; for he divided 
Speech among ail Men, but not Mind, and yet he envied not any, for 
{| Envy comes not thither, but is of abode here below in the Souls of Men 
|that have not the Mind. 
| _ wherefore, Father, did not GOD diſtribute the Mind to all 
| Men ? 

Hermes, Becanſe it pleaſed him, Oh Son, to ſet that in the middle a- 
-mong all Souls as a Reward to itrive for. And where hath he ſet it? 
Hermes, Filling a large Cup, or Bowl, he ſcnt it down, giving atſo a 
Cryer, or Proclaimer, and he commanded him to proclaim theſ: things 
| to the Souls of Men. Dip, and waſh thy ſelf thou that art able, in 
this Cup, or Bowl, thou that believeſt that thon ſhalt return to him 
that ſent this Cup , thou that acknowledgeſt whereunto thou wert 
* made : As many therefore as underſtood the Proclamation, and were 
E Baptized, or dowicd into the Mind, theſe were made. partakers of _ 
; ge 
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[:dge, and became perſett Men, receiving the Mind ; but 2s many as] 
milled of the Proclamation, they received Speech, but not Mind, being | 
ignorant whereunto they were made, or by whom. But their Senſes 
are jult like to bruit Bzaſts, and having their temper in Anger ard (| 
Wrath, they do not admire things worthy, but wholly addited to the 
Pleaſures and Deſires of the Bodies ; they believe that Man was made þ 
for them. But as many as partaked of the gift of God ; theſe, Oh 
Son, in compariſon of their Works, me rather immortal than mor- } 
tal Men , comprehending all things which are upon Earth, and which 3 
ar: in Heaven, and lifting up themſelves fo high, they ſee the good, and | 
ſeeing it, they accounted it 2 miſerable Calamity to make thcir abode 
here, and deſpifing all things bodily, end unbodily, they make haſte to 
the one and only. Thus, Oh Son, is the knowleCze of the Mind, the JF 
beholding of divine things, and the underſtanding of GOD, the Cup F 
ic {:1f being divine. And I, On Father, would be baptized and drench'd 
hearin Hermes, Except thou firlt hate thy Body, Oh Son, thou carſt 
not love thy ſelf, meaning the Soul; but loving thy fc1f, thou ſhalt 
have the Mind, and having the Mind, thon ſhalt alſo partake of the 
Knowledge or Scicnce, How meaneſt thou that, Oh Father Hermes ? Po- 
cauſe it is impolible, Oh Son, to be converſant about things Mortal 
and Divine; for the things that are, being two Bodies, and things 
Incorporcal, where 15 the Mortal, and the Divine, the EleCion or choice 
of either is left to him that wil! chuſe, for no Man can chu% both ; 
and of whic! ſoever the choice 1s made, the other being diminiſhed or 
oxercome, maznifieth th2 at: The choice of the better thereforc is 
not only beſt for him that chnſeth it by defying a Man, bur it alſo 
ſheweth Picty and Religion towards GOD, but the choice of the worſt 
deitroys a Man; for God 15 innocent or guiltleſs; but we are the cau- 
ſes of Evil, preferring them before the good. 

Therefore, whether are you cartied, O Men, drunken with drinking 
up the ſtrong Wine of Ignorance, which ſeeirg you cannot bear, why 
do you not vomir it up again ? Stand, and he ſober, Look up again with 
the eyes of your Heart, for the malice of Ignorance ſvrroundeth the 
Ezrth, and corrupteth the Soul, ſhat up in the Body, not ſuffering it 
to atiſeat the Baven of Salvation : Suffer not your ſelves to be carricd 
with the great ſtream, bt ſtem the Tide,you that can lay hold of the Ha-. 
ve2 of Safety, and make your full courſe towards it; {ck one that 
may lead you ty the hand, and condudct you to the door of Truth, ard 
Knowledge, +. t ere the clear Light is, that which is pure from Dark- 
neſs, where there is not one drunken, but all are ſober, and in their 
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'Heart look up to him, whoſe Pleaſure is to be ſeen ; for he cannot be 
heard with Ears, nor ſeea with Eyes, nor cxpreſled in words, but only 
Fin Mind and Heart, 

} But firſt, thou mnſt tear in pieces, and break through the Garment 
} thou weare!t, the webof Ignorance, the foundation of all miſchief, the 
| bond of Co: ruption, the dark Coverture, the living Death, the ſenſible 
Carkaſs, the Scpulchre carried about with us, the domeſtical Thiel, 
which in what he loves us, hates us, envies us. Sach is the hurtfi! 
' Anparcl wherewith thou art cloathed, which draws and pulls thee down- 
ward, leſt looking up, and ſeeing the Eeanty of Truth, and the goo! 
thar is repolcd therciv, thon ſhouldeſt hate the wickedneſs of this Gar- 
mer.t, a: underitand the traps and ambulkes which it hath laid for thee, 
F liliing what it preſents unto thee with hateful Pleaſures, that thou 
| canſt ncither hear what thou ſhoaldelt hicar, nor ſee wha. tliou {uouldeit 
\ to underitand fo great a GOD. 

RBcre you may ice, what I have delivered to you is no Fancy or 1- 
mazivation of my own Brain; no new DoQtrine, but what. came from 
the old A\gcd; for ſoheis called in the 01d Tranſlation, but inthe ncw, 
the Auſhout of Gays. Dar. 7. 9. From GOD the ſubſtance of all Goo- 
neſs, which this excellent ſpirited Man bears Record to, who if we ma; 
# bXxticyc lc ancient Wrirers, this Holy Man lived fome hundreds of Years 
$ ovcfore Ao/rs'<rime, as is made out in the Epiſtle to the Reader ; the d2- 
{criprion of this great Treaſure 1s ſaid to be found en:1avened upo a 
Sraaragdine Table, in the Vailey Ebron, after the Flo»: If GOL ever 
apnzarcd in any Man, faith the Epiltle to the Reader, he appeared in 
him 3 that a Nan, who had not benefit of his Anc. ors knowledye, 
being the firlt Inventer of the Art of comnunicating knowledge to Vo- 
ſterity, by Writing or Engraving, ſhould be ſodeep a Philoſopher, and 
high aDivine, ſeems to be a thing more of GCD than of Men ; therc-

T bis is to give thee a true and fatisfaQtory Account of our Misfortune : There ha 

ned on the 7h Inſtant, about half an hour after 11 at Noon, a terrible Earth-qua 

thoughout the whole Iſland of %amaca, it hath-not left a Houſe ſtanding in the whole 

place, that was built of either Stone, or Brick, nor any _ that was built with the

lame Meterials, but what it hath made inſufficient, for tho' ſome of theſe ſtand, 
are not fit to live in, neither dare we hardly come near them, becauſe of the fregs 
thakes we ſtill have: All thoſe that it hath pleaſed the Almighty to ſave in 8i;ih4 | 
their Lives for a Prey, do now think a' Negros houſe that is w 2;zth zed wi 
Morter, and Thatched, the Eves hanging down almoſt to the gr9ahd, a pleafarit Houſe. 
Hear _ may fee Colone!s, and great Men, bowing -their lpdies to creep into this 
little Hutch ; who before had Honſes fit not only to rece;ve, but to feaſt in an extraor- 
dinary manner, a Prince or King, as great as Eng/ana's Monarch upon ocaſion, and now 
by this fad Diſaſter have hardly Bread to eat, -and never a Houſe to be in, . 
The Ground qpened. az Por: R9al, where I dwell; with-a ſhake, and ſwallowed: whole
